And all mind thar, and feel thar; atid be ſubjetun- 
ro that,which for ſin condemns ſir in the fleſh,and then 
you will tcel the Spirit of Judgment, and Burning, and 
Righteor:ſneſs, through which the.

' and the poor man that is oppreſled, though he have 
no power allowed him ro chuſe, yet he muſt be {ub-

and thus the rich men oppreſs the poor, and draw 
them betore their Judgement ſeats,as they did in Fames 
his daycs, Jam. 2. 6. Theſe things being conſidered, 
ye may 4ee'the vnequalnels and partiality that hath 
cen inchuſingot Parliaments, according ro England's 
Cuſtom, and how unlike it is thata Parliament fo 
choſen ſhculd make Eng/and a free Nation, ſeeing the 
great Oppreſſors of the Land ( viz ) Prieſts and Laws 
yers, and the great wicked, coverous. perſecutin 
men, are ſo much concerned in the chuſingthem 3 5 
that if Parliaments ſochoſen ſhould continac, the peo- 
-ple of the Lord are nor liketo be ſer free from their 
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Oppreſſion, (though Parliaments -and Rulers have 
been made todo many good thingsby a power which 
many of them ſcarce. knew; but the Lord hath a 
further thing yer to do in the Nations, than either 
Protectors or Parliaments would ſubmit unto ; there- 
fore the Lord hath thrown them by, bur they had firſt 
a day of Tryal given them, and now is the Lord 
trying others : and if they will not do his Work, in 
breaking every yoke, letting the oppreſſed go tree, 
God will afſuredly bzeak them with a-greaterde- 
ſtruction than cange upon thoſe befoze them, There- 
fore let your moderation be known untoall men, for 
the Lord isat hand; and thirſt not aftcr blood, leſt 
the Lord give ye blood ro drink. And we know that 
Kings, and ProteCtors, and Parliaments have made 
fair pretences, and have given themſelves fine Titles, 
and have pleaded that they had a jult right to, anda 
nece.lity for their Authority, and ſought to ger” into 
the affeCtions of the people by ſmooth words and 
large promiles, ro carry on their own deſigns, but 
their hearts were not right before the Lord ; and 
therefore hebrokethem.,and their Titles; and know 
that the people thar fear God, they matter not Titles 
and high Names, bur they look for righteous aCtions 
to be brought forth; and many tce that a Parliament 
that was choſen by the moſt voices of the outwardly 
rich people were not like to aCt righteouſly,and there- 
fore they are willing to wait to ſee whatthe Lordwill 
do by others; and we (ce that people have been in 
great Blindneſs, in contending for Parliaments fo 
choſen ; ſo let this Wiſdom be learned and lived in, 
Which is better than the ſtrength of fools, who oft 
periſht 1n their pathon and folly. 

And now Friends in'the Army and Commirree, 
that have turned out the Parliament, Dread ye 'the 
Lord God, and mind the equal, juſt, noble m_—__

of God, in you, which hath ſtirred againſt Tyranny

fered withourthe gate by them,and for ſinners,uſed no 
Per ſecution about Religion;but Chriit laid, that inwardly 
ravening Wolves ould come: And Paul propheſied,thar 
after his departure, grievous and ravening Wolves ſhould 
come:whowould not ſpare theFlock; and before John 
dyed he faw them come, and faid to rhe Saints, Cattle 
Children,ye have heard in the laſt times, that Antichriſt 
ſhall come, ( Mark) even now( laid he) are there many 
Antichrifts already come, whereby we know | that i the 
laft time: Sa mark; theſe Antichrits killed thoſe that 
held the Tefimony of Feſus, which isthe Spirit of Pro- 
phefie: And here the Whore adulterated from God, got 
up, and ſhe drank the blood of the Saints and Martyrs 
of Feſus, and the Kings of the Earth committed fornji- 
cation with her, and drank her Cup; And ſhe fateup- 
on Nations, Kindreds, Tongues, and People; So allthis

Creatures, and the Weapons of their warfare were not 
Carnal but Spiritual: ( mark ) they uſed no impriſoning, 
focking, whipping, foimag, hanging, burning, baniſhing, 
ormangling of the Creatures, toperſwade or turnthem 
to their Religion; 'neitherdid they uſe any other force 
(t> turn people to the pureReligion )than that whuch 
roceeded from the Inviſible Power of God's Eternal 
Spirit in them, which ſtruck at the Spiritual wicked- 
nefles, and the evil thoughts and imagination which 
were exalted in people aboye the knowledge of Chriſt; 
and {o they ſought to bring the wickedneſs into Capri- 
vity,and not the Creatures; but to bririg them into Li- 
berry, by turning from. Darkneſs toLight, andffom 
Satan's Power, ,intothe Power of God; and them thar 
had known the Truth and turned from it, and became 
Hereticks, after the buſt; and ſecond admonition( if they 
would nothear)they mgjefted, knowing that ſuch were

And it 's that which isunrightvous( which is 
called a Government, wherein Opprethon, Parriality, 
and Cruelty is exerciled, either in thingsrelating unto 
conſcience in matter of Worſhip, or in thingscivilbe- 
twixt man and man) that we/ftznd againf; and iffuch 
a thing ſetupand called a Government, and if the chief 
initbe called a King, or a Fudge, or a Pretettor, or a 
General, or a Parliament or a Council, or a Committee, 
ot King and Parliament, wecannot fandforany of the 
Names, nor fubmirunto the znjuf things commanded 
by them, any other wayes, than through a patient ſuf- 
ferin under it; 'And thisaccording to the ſtrength of 
ehe Lord, we ſhall be willing to do.

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Secondly, Becauſe the Lord hath decreed to remove 
Oppreſſion and Perſecution, and to judge and b/aſt that 
ſpirit which hath exerciſed cruelty againſt the Saints, 
and to (et up righteouſneſs, and togive his People their 
juſt Zberty to Worſhip him according to the /eadings, 
and requirings of his Eternal Spirit in them ; (mark) 
and if cither of your Forms ſhould beſctup (as beforc- 
mentioned) it would ſtrongly oppoſe this Decree of God 
which cannot be broken,and therefore it would engage 
the Lord to deſtroy you.

7.12. And be contentthar others may have' as much ns 
liberty to Worſhip their God in that way they are per-

Fires, Gallows, Stocks, Whips, and all outward Vio- | 
Fence, and uſe noneot them(mark) about compelling 
to a Worfhip, 2Cor. 19. 4. But you that are Teachers, 
co:nc forth with your Spiritual Weapons (if younane 

cm) 
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them) and ſmite at the Spiritual Wickedneſs that is ex- 
alted in the Creatures, if ye be able, wref/e withrhar , 
and not with the Creatures; ard it withouruſing out- 
ward forceand compuljon, ye can plant a Vineyard, (as 
the Apoſtle did) then cat of the fruit thereof, Eph. 6. 
12. and if ye can thus gather 4 Flock and keepthem, 
then Eat ot the Milk thereof ; and it ye can ſow Spi- 
rituals, then reap of their C.ernals that receive you and 
your Teſtimony ; and it you be ſent forth by Chriſt, 
then you will nor lack any thing,Luke 22.35. but if you 
darenot cometo this tryal, then it will plainly appear 
that you are ſuch as ſerve not the Lord Jelus Chriſt, 
but your own bellies ; and that youare not ſent of God, 
but 747, and he hath nor ſent you; and ſpeak, bur he 
hath not ſpoken unto you, and therefore you cannot 
profit the People, Fer. 23. 32. (mark) And if the out- 
ward Peace be kept by the Kings Law, that ſo none 
may do violence to any man's Perion or Eſtate,then you 
need not fear if you be inthe Spirit of Truth, 1 Foh.4.4. 
but that ye ſhall overcome them that are in the Spirit 
of Error, and make them manife# when they do o 
poſe you, Aﬀts 6.9, 19. bur it you dare not come to this 
Tryal, then it will plainly appear that youare in the 
Spirit of Error, and ſuch ascannot and, cxcept they 
be upheldby the Powers of the Earth. 

Again, and if God ſhould fer this, that either of 
you could prevai/ thus far with the King, as that he 
ſhould ſer up either of your Forms, and give youa Law 
to compelor Perſecute outwardly; (mark)tHereby you 
might make many Hypocrites, Who might pretend to 
joyn #nto you, (to ſave their Bodies or Eftates ) until 
they could find an opportunity ro deſtroy you ; butby 
all yonr outward force, you can never convertany unto 
God ; for it is Chriſt, the Immorta/, ingrafted Word, 
which is onely able to convert unto God; and it is the 
work of thetrae Miniters to tas People from Darkneſs 

to 
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to Light, and from Satan's Power unto the Power of God, 
Afts 26. 18. and to direCt them to the Word which s 
nigh, in the mouth, and in the heart, Rom. 19.8. and to 
commend and keep them to that; and ro exhort them 
in meekneſs to receive the ingrafted Word, which is able 
to ſave their Souls, Afts 20.23. Jam. 1.21. 2Cor.1 0.4- and 
they muſtnotuſe any Carnal Weapons to dotheir work, 
withal,but Spiritual: Therefore if you would be counted 
Chriſt's Miniſters, lay by your Carnal Weapons,and uſe 
themno /onger about Relzgion; neither preſsthe King to 
ſetup or uphold either of your Forms of Worſhip by out- 
ward force (as before mentioned) leſt thereby you become 
Intrumentsrodeſtroy theKing,your ſelves,or theNatzon. 

So though King CHARLES be accounted and ſuffer- 
edro be Headin things between man and man, yet let 
CHRIST FESUS the everlaſting King , be accounted 
and ſuffered to bc Head of his Church, that ſo He may 
have that which is d#e unto him, Eph. 5. 23. & 4. 13. 
Col. 1. 18. and this 1s the way for the true Church, and 
the King, and theſe Nations to proſper z and the way 
for thefalſe Church, the falſe Prophets, andall Plotting, 
Uſurping ſelf-interefted Mento be confounded. 


And this is the deſire of me, who am a ſufferer 
for Righteouſneſs ſake, contrary to any Law 
of God, or the known Lawof the Nation.

And furthermore, it doth properly be/ong unto God 
and Chriſt (who are one)to make and Ordain whomH-- 
ever. they Pleaſe to be Minifers, and thole Miniſters - 
areto follow thoſe Orders arid Direttions,and to declare 
thoſe words unto the People (and not what they will 
themſelves) which the moſ# High gives unto them ; and 
they-are to go to ſuch places as He ſendsthem wnto, to 
declare His Will, and they aretoreceive that for their 
Labour which He tower them,and they are to abide 
in thoſe places, obſerving thole Orders and Direttions 
which he gives unto them; andthey are notto remove, 
bur ar His pleaſure, and as He gives them freedom, or 
by Hi Order, which they muſt obJerve. 

Bur in theſe things allo, Man hath (ct himſelf in the 
ſtead of God, For men in thele Nations have made, 
and ſome yet do make and Ordain whomſoever they 
pleaſe tobe Miniſters, and thole Miniſters are to follow 
thoſe orders and direftions, and to (peak thoſe words to 
the People which Man giveth unto them, (and allo they 
may in ſome things {peak more if they wil!) and they 
are to go to ſuch places as man ſends them unto, and 
there to dec/are that which man in his wil hath preſcrib- 
ed and ſer down; And they are to receive forthistheir 
Labonr that which man a//oweth them, (with what more 
they can get to /atisfie their greedy minds) and they are 
to abidein rhoſe places, obſerving thoſe Orders and Di- 
retions which man gives unto them ; and they are nor 
to remove but at man's pleaſure, by his Order,or as he 
gives them Freedom. 

And thus hath man, even the max of Sin,ſet himſelf 
in the ſtead of God, and would force all to bow unto him ; 
and ſo man in this/ftate hath rejeted theWillofGod,and 
his Work; for ſuch a one whom God makes a Miniſter

and {ends unto places to declare his Wi! (unto the 
People, as he hath received it front God) ſuch a one is 
counted a Vagabond and a diſturber of the Peace, and 
Perſecuted by ſuch asare exalted inthcirficſhiy minds, 
above the witneſs of God ; And for this caulcaito isGod's 
Controverſie with Nations , and they cannot be cſta- 
bliſhed in true Peace, until they give unto God and 
Chrift, that which to them belongs, (which they have 
held from God by uſurpation) therefore wherher it be 
Popes, or Kings,or Parlaments, or any other menthat 
will afume thu to themſelves whichalone belongs to God 
and Chrif, they muſt and ſhall be broken, let their 
ſtrength be never ſo great : For the Lord ( who is 
Mighty) will take to hima(clf this hs proper Right in 
making Miniſters which ſhall obſerve his Wilt, and he 
will providetor them; and ſuch asare made by man he 
will confound. Therefore, O Nations, take heed what 

ou do,. and run not your ſelvesany moreintotheſe 
things, leſt you further increaſe God's anger againſt 

Ou. 
F And as Chrif is the Autha? of the true Faith and 
not man, {o he is the Defender of it, and not ma” ; 
Thercfore thar Title muſt be given unto Him, and 
not unto man, or clic God's Controverſie cannot 
ceaſe. | 
Again, it is God's proper right to give Laws unto 
man, Iſa.33.22. For there i one Law-giver, who i able 
to ſave and to deſtroy , Fam. 4. 12. And the Law i not 
made for the righteous, but for the unrighteous, 1 Tim. 
I.g. And the Law is to go forth of Zion , Mica. 4-2. 
T/a.2.3. Nowin this particular alſo, man hath ſet him- 
ſelf inthe Seat of God, and fo hath diſhonoured the 
one Law-giver, by ſetting up many Law-givers , who 
not being guided by the pure Spirit of the Lord, have 
made Laws contrary to the W// of God, whereby the

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this particular, man hath exceedingly corrupted this 
ways; for which cauſe God's Controverſie is exceed- 
ing great; And until man ſubmit to the one Law-giver 
in this particular alſo, who ' able both to ſave and to 
deſtroy) God's Controverſie cannot ceaſe ; tor the Law 
which God gives, is not againſt the righteous , but 
againſt the unrighteous. 

Buthoware the Laws oftheſe Nations like to be ſuch, 
(let thewitneſs of Godin all you anſwer) ſceingby mar 
itis given intothe hands of mar, in ſuch a manner as ir 
is, to make Laws? (Mark) Have younot read in the 
Scriptures of Truth, that the Flock of Chriſt « a little 
Fhck, Luke 12. 32. And that, though Iſrael be 4s the 
fand of the Sea, yet but aremnant ſhall be ſaved, Ila. 10. 
22. Rom. 9.27. And again, frait the way, andngr- 
row is the gate that leadeth unto bfe, and few there be - 
that find it : (mark that) becauſe broad is the way and 
wide the gate that leadeth to deſtruftion, and many there 
be that go in thereat, Mat. 7.13, 14 Now mark and 
conſider theſe things , ſceing that the righteous are 
fewer in number than the znrighteows, and that the 
Lawn-makers are choſen by the moft voices; (and that 
of the richeſt People outwardly). how are the righte- 
ons like to be preſerved in outward freedom by the 
Laws that are {o made 2 Doth not the World love his 
own, John 15. 19. And will it not provideforitsown 
Lite and Liberty > And is the Liteand Libertyof the 
righteous one with the World , (Read Wiſdom, the 
2. Chap.) Willnot that which is forthe freedom of 
the one, be for the bondage of the other> Oh! the

And let theone Law-giyer be minded and owned in 
man,to give forth Laws to puniſh Tranſgreffors, thar 
oth: Julgement may be the Lord's and not man's, for 
ſo iroughttobe; And hetharRuleth over m:n, mulſt 
be Juſt, ruling in the Fearof God, (2 Sam.

ſtilneſs, and b you will come to hear the pure Voice 
of God and Chriſt ( whoare one)and become acquaint- 
ed therewithal; and his love you will feel ariſing in 
you, whereby you will be conſtrained to obey it, 
when'or where-cyer you come to hear itz and then 
you will fee the Lord is not to be limited, either to 
time, or place, cr means outward, but you will ſee 
char he mifeſterh himſelfro his Creatures, even when, 
. and where, and howſoever he pleaſcrh. 

And truly Friends, As concerning theſe things 
which the Lord hath ſuffered ro come to paſs of late, 
itis exceeding righteous and juſt with him to ſuffer 
thoſe thingsto be cfiefed; for truly (as you know )he 
was much provoked thereunto, and his patience to- 
wards many of you was very great; yea, heſparcd 
you long, and yet wany of you ( whom I now hope 
are brought to ſee +your back-ſlidings) regarded not 
his goodneſs, but walked very carelefly, and ſome of 
you wantonly beforehim; yea, many of your minds 
ran ito; the carth, and its pompys and vanities again 
(ers tenderneſs had been begotten in youtowards 
he Lord, and a loathing of fuch things) and Cove- 
crouſneſs and Pride encreaſed among you, and ſoluſts, 
and fuhi6s;' and eaſe was then deliphted in, and the 
«7: onour 
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honour of this world ſought, and received one of a- 
nother (and notthat which comethof God only )and 
thoſe that could notgiveyou that honour that periſh- 
eth, ſuch by ſome of you were hatedand mocked ar, 
and yer you profeſſed much of Religion in words. 
But alas! the hearts of many of you were removed 
far from the Lite of 'T ruth, in which the Lord is 
worſhipped, and fo the Sincerity and Zeal which 
once appeared in ſome of you for God,and the love 
which had ſprung in you tohim, and one to another 
( in the day when you were low and tender ) grew 
cold and died in you, asyou crparngg from the mea- 
fare of the Life "of God. And thus the Lord became 
grieved, and preſſed with your back-{lidings, and 
his Soul loathed your Sacrifices; and he then ſaw 
that a day of Tryal would be better for you than a 
day of Proſperity. So in Righteouſneſs as from the 
Lord, is this day brought upon you, and alſo in love 
to your Souls, and fo it ſhall yooye unto you, if ye 
will now turn unto the Lord with all your hearts, 
and humble your ſelvesunder his Mighty Hand. Yea 
ſome of you who lately have had the enjoyment of 
reat Eſtates, and outward Liberty,and Honour, and 
Canin and have now loſt them, or part of 
them, I do believe that you will be made to confeſs 
( to the Glory ofGod ) F wor is his love toyou in ſuf- 
feringthem to be taken from you; yea, ſome of you 
will cometo ſcethar the Lord is juſt and merciful un - 
to you in ſuffering your Idols tobeſtript off, and ta- 
ken away.For you will ſez how ſomeof you have Ido- 
lized men, the World,and its honour and glory, and 
Forms without the Power of an cndleſs Lite Oh 
Friends! I have a ſecret hope for a Remnant of you 
that the Lord by this kind of dealing with you, wi 
bring you near unto himſelf, and that a day ſhall 
come wherein you ſhall be made to ſay,rhatitwasgood 
for us thatwe were AfMiQtcd, L 4 Buc 
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Burt Friends, you that come this to witneſs, you 
muſt mind the tree Grace of God that bringeth Salya- 
tion, which to all men hath appeared; yea, ye muſt 
own and receive it in its pure Icachings, and wait in 
the Virtue of it, to receive Power todeny and forfake 
the Ungodlinels and Worldly luſts, ( which. it will 
make manifeſt untoyou ) that you have been addi&t- 
ed unto; and muſt wait to fcel it drawing you into 
Godline(s, Righteouſneſs, and Soberneſs, and into 
Patience and Contentednels with the Will of God, 
which isa precious thing. Truly they that do not wait 
tocome into, and to be kept in Patience in this day 
.of Tryal, their ſufferings will be great. And if the 
freting impatient, murmuring Nature be given way 
and leaned unto, that will aggravate the Sufferings 
exccedingly.and beget Torment in the mind. 

Thereforeyou who deſire to comeinto, and to be 
kept in true Obedience unto theLord, in this theday 
of Tryalz be watchful in the Light, and abide inthe 
pure Fearof the Lord, whichis the beginning of Wiſ- 
dom; and take heed of the {ubrilty of the Serpent, 
who will ſeek more and more to beguile you, and to 


lead you afide from the way of God. Verily Friends, 


yo do not retire your minds inwards, unto the Lite 

Jeſus, (which is the /ight of mcn ) you will be de- 

ceived, yea if you do nor reccive the Spirit of Truth 

fo be your Guide, and Leader, and obey the ſame, 

you will ſtill run into thoſerhingswhich cannot profit 

you, and the renewed Deſires in you towards the 
ord will be ſtrangled. 

Nowl know ſome of you have formerly found the 
Lord's leadinos and teachings, in ſome meaſure, in 
the day when hedrew youcur of Ep: ſcopacy( ſo called ) 
and raiſed up a zeal in you againſt the Lording ſpirits 
inthe Biſhops, and againſt che dark way oftheir 1ma- 
ginary Worſhip, and if you had kept low in the 


pure 
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pure Fear of the Lord, I know he would haye fur- 
ther appeared unto you. Bur here was the loſs of ma- 
ny of thoſe thatthe Lord had appeared unto,( mark) 
ey did nor abide in his Tender Fear, neither did 
they continue waiting upon him (for Teaching) in 
the meaſure of Life, in which he had appeared unto 
them; but many ot thera going from his Witneſs in 
themſelves, they ſoon began to \magin another - 
From af Worſhip which is called Presbytery, and' 
many (ate down and ſerled in that, and did normind 
the Leadings of the Lite which had appeared, and in 

ſome meaſure quickened them; and {o much Dead- 

neſs and Barrennels came upon ſuch as would not be” 
ſubje&t to the drawings of the pure Life ofGod : Bur: 
thoſe that kept their integrity in any meaſure, and 
waited upon the Lord, the pure Life opened things 
further unto them, as they were able to bear; and 
they were drawn a little further, and a fine freſhneſs 
and Tenddmes and Loveappeared inthem fora time: 
Burt fo ſoon as they had ferrled themſelves in another 
Form, which is called Independency, then many of 
them not willing to follow the Leadings of the Zfe, 
any further than the Articles which they had'dtawn 
up, andagreed upon, would admit of, whereby the 
freſhneſs that had appeared in ſome of them, began 
to wither. Yet ſome who ſtill deſired togoon,accord- 
ing to the /eadings of the /ife, the /ife opened things: 
further unto them, and they Jefr the other; butthey 
not continuing in the true waiting upon the Lord to 
be led by him, ſeveral of them alſo ran into another 
Form, called Anabaptiſm, wherein many began 'ro 
ſettle. Bur ſome of them I do believe rook up thar 

far more ſimply than others; for they being preſſed 
qutwardly tot by their Teachers, andalſo finding in” 
the Scriptures, rhat the Saints of Old praftifed ſuch 
things, they letting in rcaſonings, and not waitring 
the 
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the pure Zfe that had ſtirred in them, to beled by that 
. In al neg! _ became yailed, hr ns. they 
could ſee no further, but looked upon thar to be their 
duty, to Wit, to go into the water, and ſodurſt not os 
mit it. Butthepure /ife, which had viſited them,ſpran 
up afreſh, and wrought mightily in ſome of them,an 
ſhewed them the emptinels of the watcr outward 
andelet them ſee, that iristhe Baptiſm inward ( with 
the holy Spirit and with Fire) which faves, and brings 
to the anſwer of a good Conſcenee; And that no 
Form is to be ninded any further then the Power is 
felt to lead into it, or then the preſence of the Lord is 
witneſſed in it. And thus the Lord by hu pure lite hath ga- 
thered thouſands out of the Forms before-mentioned; and I 
dobelieve that he will yet dayly gather more and more into 
the Power. which i endleſs. 

Therefore all you whoare yet left in any ofthoſe 
Formsbefore mentioned,or any other,or out of Forms 
who have retained any thing of the former Tendern 
and Simplicity which was begotten in you by the a 
pearance ofthe Lord; And all you who are bro fr 
to ſee your back(lidings, and arc now brought to teel 
any true deſires, and thirſting after God renewed in 
you, my tender loye reacheth forth untoyou all, in 
the /ife, Power and Love of God, where-with Iam loy- 
ed, and in which I am preſerved. Oh! that I could 

Seel you bound up and eſtabliſhed with me in the un- 
changable Truth of God , where fatislaftion, and 
peace is received, and where nothing can make a- 
fraid. Oh! that ye wouldfrecly yield your ſelyes 0- 
bedtent {ervants unto the Righteouſneſs of God, which 
1s revealed from Heaven againſt all unrighteouſneſs 
of men,( Mark ) thatis chedhing which you muſt be- 
come obedient unto, God's Rightcouſnels which ap- 
peareth in you againſt all unrighteonſneſs. And all 
wait in that which moycs againſt Sin, fpr Wes the 
ower 
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Power of God, which you muſt be turned unto, and 
receive, before you can receive the remiſſion of Sins, 
and an inheritance among them rhar are fanftified, 
by the Faith which Chriſt Jeſus, the Righteouſneſs of 
God, isthe Author and finiſher of. 

And Friends, you muſt all mind the preſent mani- 
feſtation of the Power of God, and what itnow draweth 
and leaderh unto ; For if you ſhould now run into thoſe 
things wherein you have formerly enjoyed ſomething 
of the Preſenceand Life of God, yer it you feel not the 
pure Power of the Lord God, now drawing you into 
them,deadneſs willcomenpon you moreand more,and 
the tender deſires that are renewed in youtowards the 
Lord will bedeſtroyed. Oh! conſider this, the day of 
the Lord is far broke forth in light and knowledge, 
and he is yet making ir brighter and brighter, unto 
themthattruly waitupon him : yea he is leading them 
by the hand of hisloye from onedegree of Grace, and 
Faith, and Knowledge, unto another, and changing 
them fromglorytoglory. And heis pouring from vel- 
ſel to veſſel, that the dregs may be left by themlelyes. 
Yeahe is ſifting, and winnowing, that the Chaft, and 
che Droſs may be taken away. and fo the Seed which 
ſtandeth approved may be made manifeſt. And he is 
bringing thorow the fire, and thorow the fire, becauſe 
the day haſteneth,and drawetrh nigh,in which hewill 
make up his Jewels, and conſume the chaff and the 
droſs. Therefore look not back, neither be afraid of 
the rage of man ; ſeek notro ſave your ſelves by bow- 
ing to his Wiil,butlook totne Lord who declarethunto 
you what your thoughts are,and gird up the loyns of 
your minds, and watchand be ſober, and hope to the 
end, all you whothrough patience, and experiencearc 
cometo know any thing of thetrue hope, which mia- 
kethnor aſhamed. _ | 

And Friends, concerning Faith and the ay” of 

0d, 
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God, there hath been much profeftionand talk of thoſe 
thingsamongſtyou:Butnowtheday isa which 
will try all Profeſſions, and every one's work muſt 
come to Tryal, Theretoreconfider your Faith, and the 
Ground, Author, and EftcQtsof it : Forthere 15a dead 
Faith, and a living Faith, and aground for both; Now 
the living Faith hath Feſasfor its Author, & the Power 
of God for its Ground 3 and its cfte&s declare it ro be 
the living Faith, for it works in them that have itby 
love, unto the purifying of their hearts, and it is their 
vittory over the World. Theſe were theeffefts of the 
living Faith in the Saints of old, . and it hath the ſame 
now, asthey can witnels who have received it. Now 
there jsa Faith which ſtands but in Words, not in the 
Power,and this is adcad Faith,it cannot work. it puri- 
hesnotthe Heart, it givesnotvitory overthe'W orld, 
nor accels ro God, as the living Faith doth. 

Oh Friends! Labour netto content yourſelves with 
a dead Faith, but wait that you may hear the living 
Word bv whichthe living Faith comcs. Now a man 
may declare of the Word of Lite, as the Scriptures 
do,.and many may believerthe words to be true, and 
=_ the ame; and yet if they receive not the livin 

'ord, or Witneſs in their own Hearts, their Faith

And all that 
come into this ſlate, if they wiltully turn not from the 
Powes, they will tee} their Faith mcreaſed in and by 
the Power, andthe cffefts of it will dayly come tobe 
manifeſt, which will be an eyidcnce unto them toprove 
that ir is the wo Faith, for they will feel it giving 
them acceſsro God. 

Oh ye Profeflors! Iſpeak whatI know and wirneds, 
and without this Faith you canrhbt pleaſe God. 

And concerning rhe Promiſes of God, this know: 

The Promiſes are unto the Seed, Not unto Secds,as 
of many ; butunto the Seed, which is One, which 1s 
Chriſt. - So all that cometo have right unto the Pro- 
miſes' of God, they muſt come to be of the Seed unto 
whichhe Promiſes are. Now itis the Word of Life 
Which begertcth unto Sod , and brings to be of the 
Seed which is the Heir of the Promiſesof God. There- 


fore wait in the appearance of the Word of Life, that 


by ic you may be begotten into rhe nature of the in- 
cofruptible Seed, and become born of it, that fo ye 
may be made mecet 'to be partakers of the precious 
Promiſes.

to your ſelyes, by ſtealing the Saints conditions and 
experiences, and applying themro your (cles, calling 
them yours, and {aying, it was ſo with you, when 
it wasnot; yea, many of you have laid, your ſins were 
waſhed wy in the Blood of Chriſt, and that you were 
freely juſtifned in the ſight of God by his Grace, and 
your Teachers alſo haye told you it was fo ; yea, 
they have preached Peace unto you (becauſe you pur 
into their mouths) even while you lived in your fins : 
But the pure Grace of God hath appeared in your 
hearts and condemned you. And when you have

And 
thus have you foughtagainſtrhe Witneſs of God, and 
denied its Teſtimony, and ſtrangled it, and ſogor in- 
to a falſe peace again: Bur others of you: have been 
kept more ſenſible of irs judgment, and haye not dared 
ro deny it, becauſe you have feen that ye werenor 
fit for the Promiſes; for you have ſeen with the Light 
thatyou were our of the condition which is required 
of fuch as come to be partakers ofthe Promiſes. Now 
ithath beena grear ſaying among many of you, That 
you muſt aft Faith upon. a bare Promiſe in the Scrip- 
rures, as your Teachers have taught you; and they 
havetold you, That Abraham believed God upon a 
bare promiſe, and ſo muſt you. Oh confider this 
well! The Word of the Lord came unto Areham, 
favingunto him, Fear not, Abraham, Iam thy ſhield, 
and thy exceeding great reward. And again the Lord 
ſpake unto him, ſaying, I will bleſs thee, and make 
by name great, and thou ſhalt be a bleſſing ; and Abra- 
ham believed God intheſe Promites, and others, and 
he obeyed him: So Abrahar?'s Faith was reckoned 
unto him for Righteouſneſs, and he was called the 
Friend of God, becauſe he believed, and obeyed 
him. Now if you were come to hear the Lord ſpeak 
unto you asAbraham did, then you ought to believe 
whatever the Lord Promiled unto you, that he would 
perform the ſame; Bur if youonly get theſe Promites 
or others, out of the Scriptures, and then apply them 
unto your ſelves, and {ay you believe it is, or ſhall 
be ſo with you, as it is expreſſed in hols Procnife, 
and yet you never heard the Lord ſay any fuch thing 


unto you, ( Mark) you do bat deceive your ſelves; 
for ſuch a belicf ( or aCting of Faith upon the Promiles 
as you call it) will never be accounted wnto Pu 
for Righteouineſs; Neither will yo# come to 
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fach Promiſes ſo gotten , fulfilled unto you by the 
Lord. - And youarcalfo to conſider this, Thatman 
of the Promiſes in the Scriptures were given forth 
upon Conditions, and except you come to witneſs the 
conditions fulfilled in youby the Power, you are not 
like to witneſs ſuch Promiſes made good unto. you. 

' And alſo there are ſome Promiſes ſpoken of in the 
Scriptures, which naturally belong to the Immortal 
Seed, that were by the Lord given forth unto it, with- 
outexpreſling any conditions, becauſe the Seed is free ; 
and doth the Will of God naturally: Now all thar 
come to have right to ſuch Promiſes, and to witneſs 
them fulfilled'unto them by the Lotd, they firſt muſt 
be converted into the nature of the Se d by the work- 
ingof the Immortal Word in them.

Verily Friends ! Many of you have much to paſs 
through, before you can come to feel and witnels the 
Lord miniſtring his precious Promilesof Lifeand Peace 
freely unto you. Oh! He wauethto begracious unto 
you; yea, he hath long waited. Oh! That you would 
now turn unto him in the drawings of his RR and 
Life,and ccaſe willing and running,and ſtriving in your 
own Wills and ways, and wait to be guided and led 
by his Spirit, into thoſe things whichbe requircth at 
your hands. 

Oh Friends! Iristhe inſide, ir is the infide that muſt 
becleanſed; for whulſt chat is polluted and unclean, the 
Lord regardethnotthe Worſhip: Iris hethat ſearcherh 
the hearr,andtryeth the inward parts; youcannot hide 
any thing from.him ; For he beholderh all your goings, 
and aCtings, and thoughts. 

Now I knoww many of you willoft make large Con-

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feſhons-of 'your fins 3. bur, Friends , there is a further 
- thing to be minded, (Mark) you mult alſo comero fore 
ſake rhemor elſe you cannar tind themercy. Therefore 
hearkenduijgently untothecallofthe Lord, and believe 
and wait in that which makes manifeſt fin, and callech 
- youour of theſame ; forthis is holy, and conſenteth 
not untofin, it hath no fellowſhip with darknelsnor 
concord with the Devil. Now this isthe living Truth; 
by this you may know ir,(mark)iris contrary towhat- 
ſoever ts not of the Truth, and itoppoleth evil in the 
very appearance thereof. Oh that you would hearken 
untothis | and receive this in the love of it, when it 
renuy in you, that ſo by the Life and Power, and 
ertne of ir, you mightbe ſaved andcleanſed from your 
ſins. OhFriends! it you ever come trulyto be made 
free; ir muſt be bythe T ruth : it ever you come to be 
ſanQified.it muſt be withthe Truth: Nowthe Word is 
the Truth,and the Word isvery nigh you,even in your 
mouths,ro ſhew you yourcyil words, and alſo in your 
hearts,to ſhew youthe deceirand thoughtstheredf; yea, 
irs Verruc goerth through all things, andits Power np- 
holdeth al things; in it is Life, and that Lite is the 
Light of men.

ments; yea, you muſt own him in the Spirit of Judg- 
meent and Burning, before you can truly witnels that 
mouarereconciled untoGod. Oh! waitto heartheV oice 
yof Chriſt in your inward man, and be content to bear 
his y oak,and wait in ſtilneſs, that patiencein you may 
have irs a work ; and if anyof you ſee with the 
Life of the Word, that your heartsare hard and rocky, 
keep but in patience , and wait in that Lite which

Oh Friends! wait to feel and 
wimes thiswork. and think notthat your aying,Cirif 
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hath done all - you,will profityou, while you live in 
the old ;Aleſhly Yirth; for verily, verily, I ay unto 
you, That except'you be born again, you can in no wiſe 
enter into the Kingdom of God. Theretore wait to feel 
this inward work, thatſo youmay know Chriſbform- 
cd in you, his mind, his Spirit, his Diſpoſition, his 
Nature, and then you will come to the new Crea- 
ture, and to witnelsthe Eleftion which avails and ob- 
tains.

in that Fown; ſo notwithſtanding the Rulers cruelty, 


n uſing abour forty of our Friendstobe forced back; 


and ſeetting two in the Stocks, asafore-mentianed; we 
thatwere in the Town peacaably aflembled our {elves 
together in the 'Fear of the Lord, rtowait upon himzand 
for near about the ſpace of two hours I had liberty to 
Preach the Goſpel to the Pcople, being filled with rhe 
Power of the Lord; but within a ſhort time after the 
ſpace afore-menrcioned, there came agreat company of 
rade Sea-men, with others ofthe Town, and the houſe 
being filled before with peaceable People, theſe rude ones 
could nor cafity get in; bur when they law that __y 
cou 
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could not ger well to me,becauleof the preſs of People, 
ſome of them then curſed me bitterly, biddi 

they call the Pox and Plague upon me; othergcrying 
out—Hang him Rogue , hang him ;-—and another 
conſpiringly faid,---Let us get 4 Hatter ( which is a 
longRope ) and therewith pull down the Houſe upon the 
Rogues; ——others cryed out,--—-The King is coming 
now, who will hang or own youaall,—( it being a lit- 
tle before his coming. ) Now when I heard aud {aw 
this great #ngod/ineſs,the Spirit of the Lord came mugh- 
tily upon me, and I was filled with hisamre/j#able Power, 
in Which I was made to utter thele words, laying, Wo, 
wo unto the Rulers and Teachers of this Nation ,-who 
ſuffer ſuch ungodlineſs as this, and do not ſeekto Juppreſs 
it. Then went ſome of the multicude and acculed me 
to the Magiſfrates,who preſently came and comman-' 
ded the Chief Conſtable{ and ſome others ) to fetch me 
out, Who forthwith preſedin, and in the King's Name 
commanded merogo with him ; and ſo hebrought me 
out of the Houſe into the Street, where the Rulers: 
ſtood among the rude multitude; then he that was 
Mayor (aid haſtily, —-—--Which is he, which is he 2 
---—ſome anſ{wered,——This is he,-——( pointing-to- 
wards me) then faid the Mayor to the Conſta

mceany Law Þ had broken; neither would he tell me 
for what cauſe he ſent me to Priſon, nor did hear all

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*And Robert Graſingham, whoſe outward being was 
at Harwich, being at the Meeting out of which I was 
haled;- he innocently in tender love went along with

So ſome time after I was impriſoned, there was a 
Mittinms {ent to the Goaler,ligned by Miles Hubbard, 
Mayor, Anthony Wootward, and Daniel Smith; where- 
in was falſly charged, with cauſing a Tunult in that 
Burrough,and difturbing the Peace thereof; and thusthey 
ſought tocovertheir Perſecution, by falſe accuſing of the 
Inmcert,whom the Lord acquits; but the rude,cuiſing, 
tumulruous, Pcace-breaking People ( whom they had 
ſet up and ftrengthned by their unlawful proceedings )had t 
nothing done unto them, but were letgo free; yer all 0 
thisdid' nor fatisfie their per/ſecuting Spirit but they fur- ' 
ther proceeding intheircruelty,and accuſed both me and Þ 
Robert Graſſmgham to the PARLIAMENT; þ 
Now as for R. G.I know nothing that they could pre- t 
tend againſt him, except they were diſpleaſed with his F-

Whatlocyer, let none of theſe things move or trouble 
you, for ſuch things will come to pals ; but b/eſſed are 
they that are nor offended with the Light, bur ſuffer and 
endure all things unto the end, for they ſhall be faved. 
But this know Friends,that the Lord God willtry you, 
and you mult paſs through Perils and Trya/s,not only 
among the open prophane ones, but alſo among ſuch as 
have known the Truth and turn from it; yet know my 
Friends, that God will not try you farther then he will 
give you firength to endure the Tryal, it ye be faithful 
unto him.

ter.than his Lord: Soler nothing be too dear to be gt- 
- ven up forthe Lord; and bow not to any thing, butto 
the Name of FESUS, whoſe Name iscalled the word of 
God, by which we muſt overcome and break through all 
this ungodlinels. Oh the Lord keep you faithful and 
patient in your Tryals,tor much have we to paſs through 
and to overcome,throughthe patience and /ong-ſuffering 
of the Lamb. So let none beexa/tedabove their mea= 
fares, nor ca}? down by letting in of fears, butall dwell 
in the /iving Notulity ot the Immortal King of Righte- 
ouſneſs, and keep in ſubjettion to his Government, and 
meet together ot in his Name; though the Sex and 1h 
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Heathen Rage, andthe Feople imagine vain things, and
